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BY-LAWS. 


AiiTiOLE  1.  The  -Pastor  of  this  Ohurch  shall  be  a  mem- 
er  of  it,  and  shall  be  its  standing  Moderator. 

Art.  2.  At  any  business  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
loderator,  or  in  his  inability  to  serve,  a  moderator  i)ro  tern. 
hall  be  chosen. 

Art.  3.  Any  ordinary  business  of  the  Church  may  be 
ransacted  at  the  close  of  the  first  and  third  weekly  meetings 
or  social  worship  in  each  month,  or  at  the  last  Church  meeting 
)receding  each  conmiunion  service. 

Art.  4.  Special  business  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
ime  by  a  notice  being  given  from  the  desk  on  the  Sabbath,  or 
)y  a  written  notice  being  served  upon  the  resident  members  at 
east  two  days  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting. 

Art.  5.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  in  January  a  clerk 
;hall  be  chosen  to  keep  the  records  of  the  Church,  and  a  list 
)f  the  members;  and  he  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor 
lS  appointed. 

Art.  ().  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated  on  the 
first  Sabbath  of  the  months  of  January,  March,  May,  July, 
September  and  November  of  each  year ;  and  the  weekly  meet- 
ing last  preceding  each  communion  service  shall  be  especially 
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devoted  to  preparation  for  the  proper  reception  of  that  or 
nance. 

AiiT.  7.    Members  of  this  Church  removing  eisewhc 
will  be  expected  to  take  letters  of  dismission  from  this  Churcli 
and  recommendation  to  the  Church  with  which  they  worshij 
within  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  change  of  residence  ^ 
or  else  to  report  themselves  to  the  officers  of  this  Church 
often  as  once  in  twelve  mouths. 

Art.  !S.    All  letters  given  by  tliis  Church  shall  be  vali 
six  months  only  from  their  date,  and  members,  receiving  sue  ^ 
letters,  shall  not  vote  in  business  meetings  of  the  Church,  ojj 
cept  on  return  of  the  letter. 

Art.  9.    In  case  of  discipline  the  course  of  procedui 
shall  1)0  that  laid  down  in  Mat.  18  :  15-17.  | 

Art.  lU.  Any  alteration  in  these  rules  may  be  made 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Church  by  a  three-fourths  vote  C 
the  members  present  :  provided,  that  notice  of  the  proposqj 
change  has  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting.  Thei 
ma}'  also  ])e  a  temporary  suspension  of  any  one  of  tlieso  rul^i 
wlien  the  Church  shall  so  direct.

fellow-members  in  all  brotherly  love,  as  becomes  the  followers 
of  Jesus,  1'^  and  that  you  will  submit  to  the  government  of 
Christ  in  this  Church,  to  all  the  administrations  and  censures 
of  it,  so  far  as  they  accord  with  the  word  of  God.  13
